The arrival of nninter weather will 
halt much construction work in Sey­ 
mour and this vicinity. 
There has 
probably never been a time in the 
history of the city when so many 
improvement- of a permanent nature 
have been either contracted tor or 
are in progress and much more work 
is being planned for early next year. 
Indication.- now point to one of the 
busiest year- in this respect that this 
citv has ever known. 
The work that i- contemplated by 
the -tate highway commission in thi- 


vieinitN \v i 11 mean the employment of 
many men next year. 
Two contracts 
awarded In the 
vicinity. 
The 
High street road is being built and 
the Jonesville road contract will be 
-tarted within a -bort time. 
The 
contractor expects to have practi­ 
cally all the culvert work out of the 
way 
before 
cold 
weather comes. 
Some of the roadway may also be 
laid. 
The contract 
nn ill be -tarted 
at the Bartholomew county line and 
will proceed southward. 
Neither the 
High .-treet road nor the Jonesville 
^ ’•'improvement can he completed this 
fall and*will be carried over into the 
earlv spring. 
The improvement of the Sevmour- 
Dudleytown road i- about finished 
and will be out of the way before the 
arrival of winter weather. 
The 
highway 
commission, it 
is 
said, expects to award one and pos­ 
sibly two more contracts in Jackson 
county next April. 
The survey for 
the road between this citv and Croth­ 
ersville has already been completed 
and the specifications are being pre­ 
pared. 
The road between this citv 
and North Vernon will al-o he built 
next summer, if the present p l a n s of 
the commission are carried out. 
Besides the highway construction, 
considerable street work is contem­ 
plated by the city council early next 
year. 
A movement has been on foot 
for some time to pave all the east 
and west street- between Ewing and 
Walnut streets so that the concrete 
roadways on those streets will he 
connected. 
This work was consid­ 
ered this year, but was postponed on 
account of the extensive rural high­ 
way work in this immediate vicinity 
and the resultant shortage of labor. 
The council, it is said, is planning to 
order the improvement of the cross 
streets during the winter so the con­ 
tracts may be awarded and the work 
started early in the spring. 
It appears that the movement to 
construct 
a new sewerage 
system 
here will materialize and this con­ 
tract will be one of the largest to be 
awarded here in recent years.

These thoughtful citizens 
have 
sub­ 
scribed liberally to a fund which is 
being used to beautify the Temple-Bel- 
ton road, or Victory highway. At every 
interval of thirty feet a tree is planted 
on either side of the road, numbered, 
and 
dedicated 
bv 
the person 
who 
plants it to some Bell county soldier 
who fought in the great war, while a 
label on the tree gives the name and 
title of this soldier. 
With each tree 
are planted also two pecan nuts and 
two walnuts. 
If these produce seed­ 
lings. the owner of the tree may take 
his choice of one of these seedlings 
or the original tree.

Experimentation

Senator F. M. 
Currie of Broken Bow, Neb., himself 
a stock raiser, relates a bit of expe­ 
rience of his own along this line. 
He tried for years, he tells us, to 
establish a market for fat cattle with 
local butchers, invariably finding that 
he could not meet the price made to 
them by the packers, 


“In other words,” he says, “the pack­ 
ers could pay us more for our cattle 
on foot, and sell the product to our 
local butchers for less money than 
they (the butchers) could pay us for 
our cattle and slaughter the beef them­ 
selves.”

W hat Cow Would Cost Consumer. 
“Now%” continues the Senator, “sup­ 
pose a consumer in Omaha had or­ 
dered this meat direct from me, and I ' 
had slaughtered the beef at the ranch 
and sent the meat direct to the con­ 
sumer. 
Taking as a basis the price 
received for this cow in Omaha, $66.36. 
less the freight of 17*£ cents per hun­ 
dred, it would make the cow worth on 
the ranch $65.00.” 


To this $05.00 he adds $3.00 for 
slaughtering at home and $6.00 for ex­ 
press from Thedford to Omaha, and 
he deducts $7.00 credit for the hide.

dressed carcass of his cow would be 
worth $67.00 in Omaha, as against the 
packers’ price of approximately $54.00 
(which is derived by deducting the ex­

Cheaper to Buy Than Kill. 


“After thorough investigation.” the 
Senator says, “I am convinced that 
It does not pay for us to slaughter 
our own m eat at the ranch; that we

Omaha, and buy our beef from the 
packer. 
I have been engaged in the 
cattle producing business all my life; 
there is no particular reason why I 
should he friendly to the packers, hut 
I am thoroughly convinced I am re­ 
ceiving.

year, a" may he alloyed by regula­ 
tions, a certificate b a i been obtained 
from the directo r to the effect that 
the injured person at the time ot his 
discharge or resignation was suffer­ 
ing from 
injury likely to 
result in 
death or disability. ’

First of all, the 
Bible states plain­ 
ly that all people of whatever race 
or class are lost. 
This message of the Bible is resent­ 
ed by many, but why should we resent 
knowing the truth about ourselves, 
i especially since God, who tells us we 
I are lost, also tells us that he has made 
provision whereby we may be saved? 
i Is It not better that we know our 
actual condition than to go on In ig­ 
norance of it? 
If we know we are 
lost, and also know there is salvation 
f«»r the lost, then we may be saved if 
we desire. 
If for a single moment you doubt 
that all men are lost, I would ask you 
to read the third chapter of Romans, 
and find out just what God says is the 
actual condition of all men. The teach­ 
ing of this chapter in Romans, which 
is confirmed by other portions of the 
Word of God, gives the plain, un­ 
varnished truth concerning this matter. 
It should stir us to the very depths of 
our beings, and would leave us in hope­ 
less despair if God did not at once tell 
us that lie has graciously provided, in 
the Lord Jesus (’brist, salvation for all 
men, and that they may be saved if 
they will take Christ as their Savior. 
In the next place the Bible makes 
a clear distinction between people who 
have taken Christ by faith as their 
Savior and those who have not done 
so. 
It says of those who have failed to 


make Christ their Savior that because 
of this failure, since they ar*1 afflicted 
with sin, they shall perish. What could 
be plainer concerning this than 
the 
statem ent of our Lord himself, spoken 
to those who have not settled this mo­ 
mentous question, “Unless ye repent 
ye shall all likewise perish;" or this 
one, “lie that believeth not th** Son 
shall not se** life, but th*1 wrath of 
God abideth on him.” 
You see, the Bible does not leave 
anyone, who has not taken the Lord 
Jesus Christ as his personal Savior, 
in doubt for a moment as to whether 
or not he is saved, hut plainly tells 
him that he is lost. 


Now what does the Bibl** say of that 
person who has by faith accepted the 
Lord Jesus Christ as hts Savior? Does 
it say of him that he is eternally 
saved, or does it leave him in doubt? 
Logically, if the on** who has not tak­ 
en (T rist as his Savior is eternally 
lost, then conversely it Is true that the 
one 
who has taken 
Christ as hts 
Savior is eternally saved. 
But does 
the Bible teach this? and does It as 
plainly give*the believer in the Lord 
Jesus Christ the assurance of his sal­ 
vation, as it gives the unbeliever the 
assurance that he Is lost? 
It certain­ 
ly seems reasonable that if one who 
fails to accent Christ as his Savior 


can know ne is eternally lost, the one 
who 
accepts Christ 
as 
his 
Savior 
should be able to know he is eternally 
saved. Thi" is precisely what our text 
says the believer may know; “These 
tilings have I written unto you—that 
ye may know,” not hope, nor feel, but 
“know that ye have eternal life.” 
Numerous passag* s in the Word of 
God substantiate this teaching, and It 
is only because we have h**arts of un­ 
belief that we ever doubt it. 
It is so 
wonderful, and It seems too good to be 
true, that God should eternally save 
those who accept Christ as their per­ 
sonal Savior. 
But it is true just the 
same, for God has said it, and he can­ 
not lie. 
It is a marvel of God’s grace that 
the believer In the laird Jesus Christ 
at one** has eternal life (John RHO); 
that he passes a t once from death 
unto life, and that he shall not come 
into judgment (John 5:24). 
God who 
saves has promised to finish the job, 
and has made provision to do so. It is 
not for us, if we really have appropri­ 
ated Christ as our Savior, to doubt 
that God will faithfully finish our sal­ 
vation ; but as Baul tells the Philippi- 
nns (Phil. 1 :6), so should we he con­ 
fident of this very thing, “that he 
which hath begun a good work In you 
will perform it until the day of Jesus 
C h rist”
